Greetings : 

It  is  fitting  for  the  Class  of  1946  to  dedi- 
cate this  Serpentine  to  three-quarters  of  a  century  of 
teamwork  and  achievement  represented  "by  the  West 
Chester  State  Normal  School,  now  the  Teachers  College, 
in  the  education  of  teachers. 

In  Massachusetts,  a  century  ago,  it  is  re-  " 
coreded  that  any  hovel  was  thought  adequate  for  a 
school  house;  any  primer  was  considered  good  enough  for 
a  textbook;  and  any  farm  hand  was  acceptable  to  keep 
the  school.   This  situation  was  typical  then  of  the 
public  or  "pauper"  schools  of  our  country. 

Leaders  with  concern,  courage,  and  imagina- 
tion envisioned  normal  schools  for  the  purpose  of 
training  capable  teachers.   The  Normal  School  idea  took 
root  and  rapidly  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  country. 
The  West  Chester  State  Normal  School  admitted  its  first 
class  in  1871.   Eor  three  generations  now,  it  has  never 
wavered  from  its  original  purpose  of  preparing  better 
teachers . 

You  are  about  to  Join  the  12,000  living  grad- 
uates of  this  college.   You  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
make  significant  contributions  toward  the  enrichment  of 
the  educational  and  cultural  life  of  the  people  whom 
you  serve.   YOURS  IS  A  GLORIOUS  HERITAGE  WITH  WHICH  TO 
EACE  THE  TASK  OE  BUILDING  A  BETTER  TOMORROW.   Recall 
often  the  words  of  Horace  Mann:   "Be  ashamed  to  die  un- 
less you  have  won  a  victory  for  humanity."

CHAPEL  WALLS 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  OUR  HERITAGE 

1  870         Seventy-six  years  ago  the  corner  stone  of  the  women's  dormitory 
was  laid  with  great  ceremony. 

1871  The  State  Normal  School   for  the  First  District  of  Pennsylvania 

was  opened  the  following  year. 

1873  A  newspaper  reporter  wrote:    "We  will  but  allude  to  the  bed 

chambers  of  the  pupils.  A  long  hall  divides  the  male  and  female 
tier  of  rooms.  In  each  of  these  apartments  two  pupils  are 
domiciled.  It  is  their  home  ....  hHere  is  every  comfort:  light 
and  heat  at  the  discretion  of  the  occupants  with  useful  books 
and  other  necessary  appointments  to  make  their  leisure  hours 
agreeable  and  beneficial  ....  only  12  vacancies  now  remain 
in  all  that  vast  building." 
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1874  Women  in  long  sweeping  skirts  and  high-buttoned  shoes  at- 
tended classes.  A  student  wrote  home,  "Soon  we  will  eat 
breakfast  and  tea  by  gas  light."  Croquet  was  played  on  south 
campus. 

1878  The  North  wing  of  the  dormitory  was  built.     The  regulations 

of  the  Normal  School  read:  "Students  are  allowed  to  walk  for 
exercise  in  vicinity  of  the  school,  but  no  one  is  permitted  to  visit 
the  town  or  otherwise  absent  himself  without  permission  from 
the  principal.  Absence  from  the  premises  after  dusk  is  not 
permitted.  New  acquaintances  outside  of  the  school  must 
not  be  cultivated.  Communications  between  two  sexes  for- 
bidden except  when  under  school  supervision. 

1885  In  that  year  the  dining  room  and  chapel  were  added. 


Situated  in  what  is  now  our  Dining  Room  was  the  Old  Chapel 
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1887  Regulations  stressed  "that  the  hours 
of  study  are  to  be  faithfully  devoted 
to  that  purpose.  "All  stars  '  began 
m  this  year.  Many  famous  people 
were  to  be  heard  in  future  years: 
Lieutenant  Peary,  Theodore  Roose- 
velt, Julia  Ward  hlowe,  Thomas 
Nast,  Booker  T.  Washington. 


1890         The  Daily   Local   informed   its  readers  of  remarkable  changes. 
The  State  Normal  is  to  be  raised  another  story." 

The  Normal  will  be  lighted  with  something  better  than 
coal  oil  ...  .  Gas  will  be  turned  off  nightly  at  10  P.M."  That 
was  the  year  the  gymnasium  was  built  and  illuminated  with 
electric  light. 

1892  The  corner  stone  of  old  Recitation  hiall  was  laid. 

1893  "One  hundred  and  eighty  double  lid  desks  are  ordered  for 
study  room  and  Rec  hHall  ....  all  will  have  keys  and  double 
locks." 


1895  A  desire  for  a  regularly  organized 
football  team  is  strong  among  the 
students  but  Trustees  say  'No'.  "Roar 
Rams  Roar  '  had  its  counterpart  then 
in  a  long  drawn  out  yell:  "Normal! 
Normal!      N-O-R-M-A-L,    Normal." 


1896  Honorable   John   Wanamaker  at  the   school's   twenty-Fifth   an- 

niversary, pronounced  West  Chester  "an   ideal  school  town." 

1898  Young  ladies  of  Senior  and  Junior  classes  invariably  provide 

themselves  with  gymnasium  suits  of  navy  blue  flannel"  following 
Butterick  s  pattern  number  751. 

1902  A  small   pox  epidemic  resulted   in  an   informal  commencement. 

1903  This  was  the  year  the  library  was  created.     The  paper  called 
baseball  "the  popular  sport." 

1911  Wayne  Hall  was  built.     Normal  school  classes  began  at  7:15 

in  the  morning. 

1917  Teachers  in  the  dormitory  cared  for  the  flu  cases.     "First  South" 
became   an    infirmary.      Boys   were   nearly  all    enrolled    in   the 

1918  Student  Army  Training  Corps.     There  were  two  hundred  ten 
stars  on  the  service  flag. 

1921  Something  wonderful  happened!     A  large  sign  was  hung  in  the 

gymnasium  containing  these  words:  "Straight  dancing  only 
allowed  on  this  floor.'  This  was  the  year  a  campus  tradition, 
the  Carol  service,  was  originated  by  Mr.  Hausknecht,  "Uncle 
Ned." 

1925  The   Philips  Memorial   Chapel   was   erected   in   this  year  as  a 

memorial    to   George   Morris   Philips,   principal   of  the   Normal 

from  1881-1920.

THE  HONOR  ROLL  OF  WORLD  WAR  II 

1927  On  August  19,  1927,  the  Normal  became  the  State  Teachers 

college  of  West  Chester,  Pennsylvania. 

1941  The  New  Education  Building  was  opened  for  use. 

1942  Our  service  flag,  which  now  contains  1097  stars,  was  dedicated 
on  Armistice  Day. 

1943  The  campus  was  "occupied,"  by  an  army  postal  unit.    The  Honor 
Roll   for  our  men   in  service  was  dedicated  on  Armistice  Day. 

1945  This  was  a  memorable  year.     V-E  Day  came  officially  to  the 

college  on  Tuesday,  May  8,  1945.     That  morning  over  all  loud 
speakers   in  the  New  Education   Building  came  on  announce- 
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ment  of  the  European  peace.  Some  faces  were  tense  withi  joy,- 
ctfiers  were  quiet  withi  prayer,-  a  few  cried.  Later  tfiot  year, 
in  August,  World  War  II  was  ended. 

1946  Wfien  we  entered  as  fresfimen,  we  little  thought  that  our  four 
years' would  be  an  important  part  of  the  seventy-five  years  of 
the  colleges  existence.  Our  years  have  been  years  of  war 
and  peace.  Thinking  back,  we  can  see  the  graduates  of  1898, 
and  again,  those  of  1918,  who  were  graduated  into  an  uncer- 
tain world.  But  always  to  those  who  love  a  college,  there  is  in 
it  the  symbol  of  man's  best.  So  we  can  say  with  all  who  have 
ever  been  graduated  from  here,  "West  Chester,  hail  all  hail,  .  .  . 
through  endless  days."

To  play  great  music  well  and  to  know  and  enjoy  it  are  the  primary  aims  of  the  College 
Concert  Bond.  In  addition,  knowledge  of  the  methods  and  techniques  used  in  rehearsing 
are  taught  through  actual  practice. 

Members  of  the  band  are  drawn  from  all  curricula  of  the  college.  In  this  way 
academic  students  are  given  an  excellent  opportunity  to  enjoy  and  to  participate  in 
musical  activities  on  an  equal  basis  with  music  students.  Try-outs  for  new  players  are 
held  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester,  and  members  are  chosen  on  a  strictly  competitive 
basis  with  no  seniority  to  music  students  or  upperclassmen.

The  College  Choir,  composed  of  all  senior  music  students  and  a  few  selected  under- 
classmen, is  the  outstanding  choral  group  on  campus.  At  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the 
Music  Department  in  1921,  the  group  was  organized  as  a  required  part  of  that  curriculum 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  C.  Edward  hiausknecht.  "Uncle  Ned"  continued  as  the 
leader  of  the  group  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  February,  1943,  when  Mr.  Arthur  E. 
Jones  became  conductor. 

Through  the  year,  the  choir  takes  an  active  port  in  musical  events  both  on  the  campus 
and  in  the  community.  This  year  the  group  also  made  several  trips,  presenting  programs 
for  near-by  schools.  The  first  two  appearances  of  the  choir  came  shortly  before  Christmas, 
at  the  performance  of  Handel  s  '  Messiah  given  at  the  Methodist  Church,  and  at  the 
Christmas  Carol  Service,  at  which  time  Nancy  Adams  was  honor  soloist. 

The  main  event  of  the  year  is  the  annual  spring  concert,  given  this  year  as  a  special 
feature  in  the  celebration  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  college.

^^^^^L.  were  forced  to  fall  by  the  way.     While  our  teams  during  this  time  were  not 

"^^^^^^  outstanding,    they   kept   alive   the   spirit   of   clean    competition    on    campus. 

Working  under  Coaches  Benner  and  Graham,  West  Chester  saw  a 
rejuvenated  team  this  year.  The  first  game  on  October  thirteenth  sow  the 
Rams  clash  with  a  powerful  Ursinus  team,  which  had  naval  trainees  to  draw 
upon.  Significantly,  West  Chester  played  this  game  to  a  4-4  draw,  showing 
promise  of  the  good  season  to  follow. 

The  second  match  found  our  ten  facing  the  University  of  Delaware  on 
October  twentieth.  hHere  again  West  Chester  came  through,  this  time  with 
a  victory  of  3-1.  The  first  snag  was  met  on  October  twenty-fourth  in  playing 
Kutztown.  Fighting  a  hard  game.  West  Chester  permitted  only  one  goal  to 
pass,  the  score  being  1-0  in  Kutztown's  favor. 

On  October  thirtieth,  the  Rams  met  Wheaton  College  on  its  annual 
trip  through  the  Middle  Atlantic  States.  Wheaton  played  a  fast  game  but 
was  unable  to  prevent  a   shutout.      West  Chester  won   by  the  score   3-0. 

On  November  third  the  Rams  again  met  Kutztown  and  avenged  the 
former  defeat  by  reversing  the  score  of  1-0  to  read  in  our  favor.  It  was  a 
costly  victory  though.  Goalie  Ken  Webb  left  the  field  with  two  broken  ribs, 
and  Jack  Preston  followed  with  a  broken  ankle. 

Bother  were  out  of  the  running  for  the  rest  of  the  season  and  were  sorely 
missed  on  t/he  field. 

Meeting  Ursinus  again  on  November  sixth,  the  Rams  evened  up  the 
earlier  tie  by  easily  taking  the  game  for  a  7-0  shutout.  Monturo  and  Miller 
paced  the  scoring  with  Monturo  slamming  in  three  goals  and  Miller  collecting 
two. 

West  Chester  lost  the  next  to  Temple  University  on  November  tenth  by 
the  score  of  2-0,  but  on  November  thirteenth  repeated  its  victory  over  Dela- 
ware.   This  time,  the  score  read  2-1. 

West  Chester  closed  the  season  in  a  thriller  with  Lehigh  University. 
While  the  Rams  outplayed  the  Brown  and  White  throughout  most  of  the  game, 
they  could  not  translate  their  superiority  into  figures  until  the  last  six  minutes 
of  play.  A  hard-working  Lehigh  goalie  was  largely  responsible.  At  least 
a  dozen  saves  are  credited  to  him  as  he  warded  off  repeated  Purple  and 
Gold  threats.

The  Lehigh  goalie,  expecting  Gilbert  to  make  a  try  for  the  goal,  was  caught 
off  balance  by  the  assistance  to  Miller,  thus  leaving  a  nice  opening  for  score. 

Noteworthy  during  the  season  was  Ken  Webb,  who  played  a  good  game 
as  goalie  until  he  was  injured.  Taking  over  his  spot,  Roger  Care  played  an 
outstanding  game.  No  small  part  of  the  credit  goes  to  him  for  his  many  saves 
which  contributed  to  our  fine  record.  Johnny  hianshue,  as  our  penalty 
kicker,  deserves  credit  for  his  many  scores  on  free  kicks.  Bill  Vandegrift  and 
Joe  Wolfinger  played  good  games  in  the  fullback  position. 

Coach  Bill  Benner  and  his  assistant  Charlie  Graham  gave  the  boys 
excellent  coaching  to  stack  up  the  record  of  six  victories  one  tie,  and  two 
losses  with  West  Chester  scoring  twenty-three  goals  to  its  opponent's  ten. 
Coach  Benner  said  that  the  boys  played  good  ball  for  their  first  time  together 
and  that  their  combination  was  one  of  the  best  that  he  had  coached  in  many 
years.

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SCENES  FROM  Our  PAST 


OLD  MAIN 

Tomorrow  is  graduation  day.  The  day  every  green 
Frosh,  every  Junior,  every  Sophomore,  every  Senior 
dreams  of.  And  now  that  it  is  almost  here  I  wonder  why 
I  have  been  so  anxious,  for  as  I  walk  along  these  familiar 
paths  this  night  I  think  of  many  things,-  people,  places, 
incidents  I  thought  I  had  forgotten.  My  life  here  at 
West  Chester  is  like  a  story,  and  ye5  so  real.  Each 
building,  each  walk,  recalls  so  many  memories  that  it 
seems  strange    I   have   been   here  only   four  years. 

We  were  a  large  class,  that  September  of  1942,  and 
rather  proud  of  it  too.     We  arrived,  everyone  imbued 
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WAYNE  HALL 
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with  the  idea  that  we,  the  class  of  '46,  would  keep  W.  C. 
on  its  toes.  Yes,  like  all  incoming  classes,  we  thought 
we  were  very  important  people.  Frosh  Regs  soon  sub- 
dued us,  though  not  tor  very  long.  Never  will  I  forget 
singing  the  Alma  Mater  at  the  top  of  my  lungs  in  the 
middle  of  the  lobby,  or  trudging  down  to  the  laundry 
with  upperclassmen's  linen,  or  the  look  on  my  Dad  s 
face  when  I  dashed  into  the  railroad  station  complete 
with  pigtails,  no  makeup,  and  white  cotten  stockings  .... 
Oh,  we  could  hardly  wait  until  WE  were  sophomores. 

And  it  wasn't  long  until  we  were  second  year 
students.  For  that  first  year,  like  all  the  others,  was  gone 
before  we  realized  its  meaning.  A  life  so  new  to  us, 
even  changing  to  those  who  knew  it  well  was  our 
freshman  year.  Parties,  classes,  teas,  our  bang-up 
Frosh  get-to-gether,  football  games  ....  and  then  on 
that  memorable  February  morning  the  men  of  <>(//■  college, 
(for  we  were  an  integral  part  of  it  now,  wholly  and 
completely)  were  called  to  serve  in  the  armed  forces. 
This  was  the  first  touch  of  war. 


CHAPEL 
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THROUGH  THE  ARCH 
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September  1943  came  and  we  were  truly  upperclass- 
men  at  last.  We  felt  our  position  in  the  social  strata  of 
West  Chester  strongly  and  lived  up  to  the  standard 
every  minute.  The  new  Frosh  were  especially  aware  of 
the  Sophomores  that  year. 

Many  new  experiences  came  to  us.  Working  to- 
gether, living  together,  laughing  together  ....  we  real- 
ized the  true  meaning  of  comradeship,  akin  to  this  class 
spirit.  For  It  was  at  this  time  the  class  of  '46  made  its 
social  debut.  We  were  host  at  a  tea  given  honoring 
the  Juniors  during  their  prom  week-end.  It  was  a  very 
gracious  affair,-  everything  went  along  smoothly  accord- 
ing to  schedule,  although  I  was  positive  that  jiggling 
teacup  would  finally  land  with  a  resounding  clatter 
in  the  middle  of  the  floor.  The  tea  marked  the  beginning 
of  our  career  as  a  class,  for  it  proved  to  us  that  when 
G  group  of  people  work  together,  planning,  cooperating, 
with  a  common  goal  before  them,  the  goal  can  be 
reached  successfully. 

Our  junior  year  found  us  to  be  a  well  defined  cog 
in  the  great  wheel  of  college  life.  The  launching  of 
the  new  Frosh,  dances,  sponsorship  of  the  Spring  Festival, 
and  then  our  prom  .  .  .  "An  Evening  in  Paris.  "  It  was 
wonderful,  everything  we  planned  and  hoped  it  would 
be.  I  II  never  forget  pasting  those  favor-programs 
together,  or  veritably  taking  my  life  in  my  hands  as  I 
perched  on  the  ladder,  painting  the  back-drop  .... 
or  Lucy  Jones  expression  of  sheer  happiness  when 
the  announcement  was  made  that  she  was  to  be  queen 
of  the  dance.
